Under a new law 
on labour discipline - Mr Andro- 
pov’s hallmark - anyone found 
absent from his plate of work for 
more than three hours a day is 
deemed absent for a day, and 
anyone absent for a day without 
good cause forfeits a day of holiday 
entillement. Since three hours in a 
queue is not all that unusual, many 
Soviet factory and office workers are 
trapped. Hf they take time off to buy 
shoes or sausage. they risk a stiff 
penalty. including having to pay 
compensation for loss of production 
at work: but if they do not take their 
place in the queue the family goes 
unfed or unshod.
